Washington, March 24.—The Sen­ 
ate today passed

joining the highways of three states 
Missouri, Illinois and Kentucky—and 
in addition for the use of the bridges 
by railroad and traction 
companies. 
Senator Williams of Missouri was 
a member of the Committee on Com­ 
merce, which handled the bill, which 
was amended to conform with the re­ 
cent policy announced by that com­ 
mittee. 
The 
committee refused 
to 
grant the consent of Congress to an 
individual. 
In the Denison bill Harry 
Bovay of Stuttgart, Ark., w'as named 
as the individual who was to obtain 
this privilege, although St. Louis cap­ 
ital was said to he behind the pro­ 
ject. 
In view of the Senate committee's 
attitude, a corporation was 
formed, 
known as the Cairo Bridge and Ter­ 
minal Company, which Senator Wil­ 
liams says is backed by 
St. Louis, 
New York and New O rlea n s capital­ 
ists, but he would not divulge 
their 
names because they have not as yet 
figured in the open. 
Bovay is not 
in 
it, Williams said. 
The amended bill undoubtedly will 
be accepted by the House. 
It 
was 
drawn in the House so as to meet all 
requirements of the W ar Department 
and the Good Roads Bureau of 
the 
Department of the Interior, and con­ 
tains specific terms regarding the re­ 
capture of the bridges, which are to 
be toll bridges, by either of the three* 
states or any subdivision of either 
state, after a certain period, either 
by purchase 
or

cal law's of such state or subdivision.

The “warp” yarns are those heid 
parallel to each other in 
the loom. 
The filling or “w eft” yarns are tho^c

shuttle. 
A firm, close, regular weave 
with a great many threads to each 
inch of goods is desirable in fabrics 
that must be 
given 
hard wear. 
A 
looser weave, however, may produce 
a fabric satisfactory for other pur­ 
poses. 
The three types 
of weaving 
used 
mostly in the cotton fabrics are 
the 
plain, the twill, and the satin. 
The 
demand for novelty 
in design 
has 
brought about numerous other weav­ 
es, some of which are variations of 
these three.

weave produces a very durable fabric, 
such as plain muslin, chambray, 
or

HISTORY OF THE 
FINLEY AEROCRDISER

The Aerocrvrtser first came to the 
atteniton of the official world in 1918, 
when its inventor, Thomas M. Finley, 
acting for the Aerocruiser Corpora­ 
tion of America, submitted the plana 
to the Naval Consulting Board, 
the 
Navy Department, the Aerial Coast 
Patrol Commission, the Aerial Lea­ 
gue of America, and to Board of All­ 
ied experts at New York and Wash­ 
ington, who participated in directing 
the War Air program. 
The originality of the design, which 
combines the accepted principles of 
heavier 
and 
lighterkhan-air craft, 
aroused the interest of both schools 
of aeronautics, and Mr. Finley, being 
asked to demonstrate principle, built 
a scale model 12 feet long, which was 
demonstrated to the 
official bodies 
named and to other airship experts. 
It 
received 
high 
commendation 
from Major Thomas S. Baldwin, the 
pioneer airship expert, who built the 
first U. S. Army airship in 1908, and 
was in charge of airship construction 
through the war. Major Baldwin was 
both a lighter and heavier-than-air 
pioneer expert and had been a mem­ 
ber of the original American Dirigi­ 
ble Balloon 
Syndicatae, 
formed in 
1913 to foster interest in airships, and 
had been to Germany, England and 
France to study their best efforts in 
that line.

the conclusion reached by officers 
of the Aerial League of Amer­ 
ica, who have considered the re­ 
ports 
of 
the 
tragedy received 
from from different sources. 
This oonslusion is based partly 
on the fact that this is the first 
case of a helium 
filled 
airship 
wrecked 
while 
cruising 
in 
a 
storm. 
The fact that the 
Shenandoah 
was filled with non-infiammable 
helium may remove the 
benefit 
of the doubt that has been giv­ 
en it over 20 disasters that have 
happened to airships 
in 
flight 
since 1905, w’hen the second Zep­ 
pelin was wrecked by a storm ”, 
said Henry Woodhouse, pfesident 
of the league. 
He presided at a 
meeting today to consider the cir­ 
cumstances of the disaster. 
“ While there is 
no 
scientific 
data from which we may deduce 
the possible effect of lightning on 
helium and there is a remote pos­ 
sibility that some new factor may 
have entered into this 
disaster, 
the indications are that the dis­ 
aster is due, as many airship dis­ 
asters have been, to basic defects 
in the engineering principles of 
the present-day airships. 
“Our committee 
first came to 
the conclusion in 1915 when we 
investigated the 
causes 
of the 
Zeppelin disasters, but the fact 
that the hydrogen had caused the 
iwexplosion led us (to give the ben­ 
efit 
of 
the doubt to hte theory 
that the prime cause was the gas 
had been set afire, causing an ex­ 
plosion. 
“The 
Shenandoah 
tragedy 
gives sufficient grounds for 
re ­ 
opening the investigations of the

The league is proceeding 
with the inquiry, having exten­ 
sive photographic and engineoi- 
ing data covering practically all 
the past tragedies.

branches of national defense, and 
it is of the 
utmost 
importance 
to the nation to ascertain wheth­ 
er we 
are 
proceeding on sound 
principles, and if we are not, that 
we develop

principles as 
soon as possible”. 
The Shenandoah inquiry emphasiz 
ed th e point made by the League, and 
the suggestion that it is time that we 
consider the possibilities that 
these 
disasters may have been due to the 
“basic defects 
in 
the 
engineering 
principals of the present-day airship”, 


The most serious indictment of 
the 
dirigible 
type 
of 
airship 
comes from Commander Ralph D 
Weyerbacher, the man w'ho built 
the Shenandoah. 
It 
is 
all 
the 
more serious because 
the 
com­ 
mander did mrt intend it as an in­ 
dictment; indeed 
he 
mentioned 
the m atter in the midst of a plea 
that judgment as to the disaster 
be suspended until the details had 
been 
discovered. 
Commander 
Weyerbacher 
studied 
Zeppelin 
construction at 
Friedrihshafen, 
where the German factories are 
located. 
It is said of him 
that 
“he knew every point in the rur- 
alumin structure, every seam in 
the outer bag”. This is what the 
commander declared, when inter­ 
viewed at the Philadelphia navy 
yard, where he is stationed: 
“The 
Shenandoah 
was 
the 
staunchest 
aircraft 
afloat 
ami 
would weather any ordinary air 
emergency. 
As 
for 
the crew, 
they were the most experienced 
in the world, the 
cream 
of the 
navy’s flying force”. 
The devastating force of 
this 
becomes 
apparent 
when 
what 
happened to the 
Shenandoah is 
taken into account. 
Here 
was 
the “staunchest aircraft afloat”, 
manned by a crew, “the most ex­ 
perienced in the world”, and yet 
she collapsed, bringing death tto 
fourteen of the men on board. 
Commander Weyerbacher’s un­ 
intended indictment gives keener 
point to 
the 
comments 
of the 
president of the Aerial League. 
That official hazards the thought 
that the Shenandoah mishap may 
make imperative 
the 
discovery 
of new principles in airship con­ 
struction. 
In his opinion the lat­ 
est disaster, and similar 
disas­ 
ters, may well have been caused 
by “basic defects in the engineer 
ing principle of the present-day 
airship". 
He explains: 
“Our committee first came to 
the conclusion that basic defects 
existed in 1915, when we investi­ 
gated the cause of the early Zep­ 
pelin disasters, but the fact that 
the hydrogen had caused the ex 
plosion led us to give the benefit 
of the doubt to the theory that 
the prime cause was 
that 
the 
gas had been set afire”. 
Here is indicated a line of in­ 
vestigation which should be fol­ 
lowed up. 
If the Shenandoah’s 
bag had been inflated with 
in 
flammable gas, 
it 
is 
probable 
that fire would have added to the 
horror of the affair, 
and 
it 
is 
just as probable 
that it 
would 
have been advanced as an explan­ 
ation that lightning had ignited 
the gas, thus causing the 
col­ 
lapse. 
The 
fortunate 
use 
of 
helium, however, brings the de­ 
sign of such craft under suspic­ 
ion”.
